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ABSTRACT 



An opinion survey of teachers using an easy-to-read 
newspaper for new literates attempted to analyze the content of the 
paper; to trace its history and philosophy; and to find answers for 
the following questions: Who are the readers? What do teachers like 
and dislike about "News for You"? How can the newspaper be improved? 
Of the 287 copies of a specially designed questionnaire mailed. 144 
usable ones were returned. About 50% of the readers were teenagers in 
Special Education. The majority were white and one half were male. 

All had achieved a third to fifth grade reading level. Teachers asked 
for more space for job information, budgeting, and health. 

Twenty-five per cent requested less space for black history; 14% 
wanted "Dear" Mary" a weekly Dear Abby-type columnist to be 
eliminated. Recommended were: an "editorial balance" in content to 
meet the needs of diverse readers, and attention to topics of 
interest to both teachers in Adult Basic Education and Special 
Education.

In 1967-63, there were 2,133,956 students 
enrolled in various Special Education clasMS in the 
public schools.

IQ is below 30. From 2 to 3 per cent of the total

One of the first newspapers for now Utorotos 
VOS printed by Frank C* Lsuboch in the 1930*s. The 
pmpmr, colled Lonoo Progreso « hod o circulation of around 
1,200 and was written for the Moros, a Hosloo tribe on 
the island of Mindanao in the Philippines.^^ Slnplo 
words wore used and sentences wore kept short. 

Many developing countries today publish newspapers 

for new literates including India, Kenya, and Mexico. 

The great value of thm newspaper in 
literacy training is that it creates 
tiMi reading habit, because it is 
published regularly and deals with 
topical and current events. At the 
saee tiiae, through careful selection 
of content. It can instruct and 
educate. 

The periodical can, better than any other type 
of literature, develop the desire and even the craving 
for reading. Its value, in terms of its psychological 
role, its content, and its timeliness, demands that it 
be given an important place in a well integrated

It is estlnated that while 50 per cent of the 
adults who read in the United States say they read no 
books during a y«^«r, 80 per cent are not without their 

daily press. 

Keiapfer put the nuaber of newspaper readers in 
this country ac 95 per cent against only 25 per cent 
who read booiui and 50 per cent who read aagazines.^^ 

A survey of reading oaterlals in the hones of 



d55 new literates revealed that a little over one-third 
of the hcHies had either books or roagaaines while over 

60 per cent ccutained newspapers.^^

Mrs* Helen Hewitt» the foraer director of 
Adult Basic Education In Syracuse^ suggested to Lsuboch 
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a need for easy^to-^read periodicals for adult new 
literates in Syracuse. Students in Laubach's class 
were enthusiastic about the idea. In the spring 
semester of 1959, an experimental edition of the 
newspaper was printed and circulated to foreign “born 
students in adult education classes at Prescott Adult 
Evening School in Syracuse, New York.^ 

The first issue was dated February 2, 1959, 
and consisted of one 8^’ x 11" page printed on both 
sides. TWO hundred copies of the newspaper were 

mimeographed and distributed free to students in

Prescott . ^ 

Students wrote all the copy and typed it on 
multilith roasters for reproduction on a roultilith 
offset printing press. 

The newspaper was published weekly the remainder 
of the semester at Syracuse University on a budget of 
$4 a week. In the spring semester of 1960, Laubach’s 
class continued to experiment with the newspaper on 
a local level. 

Encouraged by its popularity among Prescott

The format of the neifspaper was changed to 
four pages, T* r 10". The type was set on a Justo* 
writer and printed by offset. Besides the editor, 
members of the staff included a production manager 
and an artist. Graduate students in l^ubach's cl^ss 
contributed articles. 

At the beginning. News For Too *s basic objective 
was to present local and national news of the week for 
its readers. News stories were written in a Journal* 
istic style and approach (the five W*s). Regular 
features included a monthly quiz, women in the news, 
special days, and a series on famous persons. Host 
Hews For You ^s readers were in adult classes for 
the foreign*born. About 18 per cent of the space in

How to handle controversial as ter ia I in the 

classrooa has always been a perplexing and difficult 

problea. Topics like Sex Education have engendered 

heated debates aaong parents, teachers, and students. 

Teaching about controversial issues 
in our deeply divided society never* 
theless reaains a difficult and 
deasndlng task. There are soae signs 
that the coaaunity pressures that 
traditionally have clrcuoscrlbed the 
teacher's freedoe are lessening. 

The question aost often raised today 
is not whether controversial issues 
should be treated in the classrooa 
but how. Teachers, theaselves;> 
better educated and aore coM|>etent 
professionally than ever before, are 
deasndlng a stronger voice in deter-

-'selected were close to their interests and useful to

The eejority of students tiere feeele* He reported 
differences in what the students tianted to read and 
ehat the instructors thought they preferred* Subjects 
like "good manners" and "national parks" tiere ranked 
high by the teachers but low by the students*' Out 
of 57 titles, tno titles, "making a budget" and "first 
aid," ranked equally high by teacher and student. It 
seems that these items have universal appeal.^ 

Kosby felt that the difference between teacher 
and student reading interests was because the teacher 
cane from a middle-class background and the student 
from a lower-class* Their views on life and values 
were entirely different.

Topics nost iraquantly oentionad by tba taachars 
to be of high interest included; current events (news* 
paper); how to aaoage money; state* local and national 
government; biographies; homeoaking; social security; 
and information on tax returns.^ 

One topic* newspaper reading* ranked high with 
both teachers and students. It seems that reading the 
newspaper is something desired not only by the literate 
reader* but also highly desired by the new literate. 

The writer visited the editorial staff of tou 
and Your World in Middletown* Connecticut* during the 
course of his research. He interviewed Richard Flint 
and Thomas Itooney* editorial director and managing 
editor* respectively. • Both of these educators 
commented on this study as being the first to their 
knowledge conducted in the area of national newspapers 
for adult new literates. Dr. Robert S. Laubach and 
ttrs. Blakely also mentioned that they were not aware

This analysis shows that black naws did on 
occasion pradoalnata tha nawspapar» aspaclally whan a 
black spotlight appaarad with tha waakly black history 
sarlas. Tha thraa top subjacts» jobs» budgeting and 
healthy Indicated by teachers for 'wra space'* appaarad 
desultory throughout the year in the newspaper. Job 
Inforaatlon received 204 % coluan inches; budgeting 
193 % coluan Inches » and health 143 % coluan Inches. 

None of the three was a regular feature. The aaount 
of space devoted to politics stands out sharply in 
Table 23 during the first part of the year. The reason 
being that 1963 was national election year and News For 
You printed a considerable aaount of news about the 
candidates and their views. 

Picture Analysis of Newspaper 

Photographs are the dally butter, if not the 
bread, of newspapers and aany aagasines. People will 



usually atop and look at a good plctura, avan if thay 
can’t raad or iirlta. Tha arltar fait that a plctura 
analyala of Nana For You uaa iaiportant to this study 
bacauaa tha naaspapar usas a large nunbar of pictures 
each weak and to ignora than would ba axcludlng perhaps 
one-third of tha nawspapar. tha avaraga, S9 par 

cent of tha asin and 91 par cent of the women readers 
will stop to look at a picture paga.^*^ 

Woodburn refers to literate » educated people in 
his study » but it seems that pictorial content would 
perhaps appeal more to tha new literate because of his 
difficult in reading. 

A review of the literature relating to picture 
analysis revealed little research in this area. Robert 
Kerns » Syracuse University photography professor, said 
that ’’research in photography is practically nonexistent.’’^ 

A study by Malcolm Maclean and William Hazard provided 
some guidelines s and tha categories used in this 
pictorial analysis were adapted from their study. 

Five additional categories were added to cover specific 
pictorial content found in News For You , These ware:

When thin hnppnnii, 
tbn cutlinn it wordnd to tell a conplata story* and 
tha picture in itself becooes a pictorial story* 

Kerns mentioned to this writer that he felt that people 
are iK>re likely to read articles when the picture and 
article are related* But whether this would apply 
to new literates has yet to be researched. 

The choice of pictures and the sise depends upon 
the editor's judgoent in relationship to number and 
length of stories on the front page, quality of pictures, 
and whether the pictures are newsworthy and space is 
available. The editors of News For You try to include 
pictures which they feel would particularly interest 
their readers*

nu9d>er of coIuoki Inches devoted to each category. The

War pictures cane to 86% column inches or 4 per 
cent. However, the pictures were not of the Vietnam 
nni. but of people in the war. For esample, 

the April 16 issue carried a 7 column inch picture of 
Luci Nugent welcoming her husband horae fron Vletnani* 
Most of the pictures used in News Fo r You were 
of people in the news. For example, the February 5 
issue carried the following pictures on the front page:

from relatively stable families. 

The new literate, like the rest of ua, 
started life aa unique persona. Their 
experiences have been interpreted by 
them in their own ways. They have 
varied ideas about themaelvea, about 
their fellow men, about their life 
circumstances, and about learning and 
betterment. They differ in outlook aa 
well aa in their readiness and ability 
for learning. These differences in 
background and outlook limit the value 
of generalising about the new literate.

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ItMMrch lodic«t«« that new literates, adults 
and teenagers, have ’*lmedlate** needs, and think of 
the present, not the future. It seeas probable that 
the new literate would probably respond aore to 
ionediate reward than delayed reward news. 

However, the aoount of *'ii*aedlate reward” news 
printed in Maws For You was snail during the year. 

An airplane crash that kills 200 persons over New York 
City would probably be of more interest to the new 
literate (or educated reader) than an article about a 
Congreasional oaeting debating the ABM System. But 
£^imlljite reward news would probably not be preferred 
hy the teachers. In this study, the teachers Indicated 
npn^^ was needed for job information, health> and 

budgeting-all dalayed reward news. 

What People Lika to Head. ^Douglas Vaples and 
palph Tyler reported the ”nost ia^ortant fact is that 
people like to read about themselves. The more closely 
a subject relates to what is familiar to the given 

reader, the nore interesting it is.**^^ 

Waples and Tyler found that the factors idiich

age, and tiiaa spant in reading. The more factors that 
groups have in common, the more closely their reading 
interests will agree. In other words, groups are 
interested in theawelves, in people like themselves, 
and in problems and situations with which they can 

identify. 

However, Lester Asheim reported that ‘interest 
is less imporunt as a factor in determining what a 
person will read than is accessibility.”^*^ Since the 
new literates who read Mews For You are a captive 
audience, it is likely that they will read what is 
given them, whether they are interested or not. 
Nonetheless, if an article were geared to their interest, 
they would probably be more motivated to read it. 

Tnterests o f Young People 
Hhen a child starts to read a newspaper, he 
usually begins with the comics and the pictures. He 
proceeds to the sports news, the humsn interest, and 
sensational stories of crime and disaster— all before 
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hm mkmB such um of public cffclri 

Aaong readers age 10-15 » cosies are by far the 
aost read iteas in the paper> folloiied by nevs pictures 
and public affairs cartoons* Readership of news is 
far below the readership of pictorial features. Young 
(and older) persons in the lower econosic groups are 
■ore likely to read criae and disaster news than any 
other broad «:Iass of news.^^ 

Naples and Tyler reported that younger readers 
are interested in probleas of youth. They are 
interested in: 



...coonents on aerriage and divorce* 
eugenics and birth control* education 
and choice of vocation. They are 
also interested in personality* 
nature of huasn nature and intelligence* 
and personal qualities analysed. But 
particularly they are interested in 
what is adventurous* the new war* science

One auppleaent educetionel tool found relevant 
and practical for new literates has been easy-to-read 
newspapers written on a third to fifth-grade reading 
level. The newspaper is often one of the first things 
that a new literate will want to read. 

In Chapter II, the history of Mbws For You is 
covered. It was the first adult weekly newspaper for 
new literates on a national scale in the United States. 
Starting as a class project in a literacy writing course 
at Syracuse University in 1952, the newspaper evolved 
into a cooeercially produced newspaper reaching a 
circulation of 101,096 in 1966. It is tabloid else, 
11%*' X 17**9 pages. Until the advent of You and 
Your World in February, 1969, it was the only national 
distributed adult newspaper in the United States for 
new literates. 

Mews For You began nations 1 publication in the 
fall of I960. Its circulation after tha firat year 
waa 730. Frow Its baginning, its content has baen 
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adult, aQi;' adults coaprisad nost of tba raadarahip 
in tha aarly yaars. Howavar, in 1965-66, Naas For 
You dlscovarad iron subscription ordars and aail from 
taacbars, that a larga nuoibar of its raadars vara 
taanagars in Spacial Education, avan though tba oaas- 
papar vas not almad at young paopla* Through tha 
yaars, Naws For You davalopad a libaral philosophy 
and publishad ar tic las fron that viawpoint. 

In 1967 aftar a rapid growth, Naws For You 
suf farad its first drop in circulation, a dacraasa 
from 101,096 to 73,S16« Tha circulation continued to 
fall for tha naxt two yaars, raaching a low of 52,569 
In 1969* Tha editor and publisher of Naws For You , 

Mrs. Carolina Blakely and Robert S. Lsubacb, raspactivaly, 
voiced serious concern over tha substantial dacraasa 
in circulation in tha last three years. Tha writer 
served as an assistant editor of Naws For You froa 
Saptaobar, 1968, to June, 1969, and fait coapatant to 
analyse possible reasons for tha circulation drop. 

in January, 1968, tha Chicago Board of Education 
cancelled a 5,000 subscription order because sons of

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thm MX education artlelas in tbm nawspapar vara "too 
advancad" for tha taanagara. This naa Haw For Tou *a 
first aajor confrontation with a coasarvatlva school 
board. Tha Chicago caneallatlon was tha first aajor 
raalixation of tha fact that Haws For You bad to ba 
writtan for tha taachars and school adaioistratioii» 
as wall as tha studants. Sioca ^a studaats ara a 
captlva audlanca and tha taachars control tha subscription 
orders, tha writer fait that tha taachars ara the key 
personnel tha newspaper has to plasM to stay 
conpetitiva In tha business. 

Until 1969, Haws For You had no cooipetltion. 

It was tha only adult newspaper for new lltaratas. 

However, in February, 1969, an Aaarican Education 
Publications, You and Your World , entered the aarkat. 

UJea Haws For You , it was aiaad at older aducabla 
fwnully retarded children, reaadial reading studants, 
slow learning studants, retarded readers in dlsadvantagad 
areas and studants in Adult Basic Education progrsas • 

You and Your World is a weakly, eisbt*paga 
newspaper with editorial offices in iCiddlatown, 
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Connscticut. Whil« For You *s writing approach 
ia Journaliatlc, You and Your World *a la aducational. 
Th# objactiva of Nawa For You la to print tha "nawa,” 
with alnor aophaala on providing aducatlonal aida for 
tha taacbar. You and Your World publlabaa artlclaa 
ftom an aducatlonal viawpolnt with minor amphasla on 
toplca baing **currant*” The nawapapar ia geared to 
aid tha taacher In davaloping raadlng skllla of the 
atudant. Lika Wawa For You , tha nawapapar la wrlttan 
at tha third to flfth-grada level. 

In Chaptara III and IV, tha writer dlacuaaaa 
pravloua raaaarch in tha area of national pariodicala 
for new litarataa. Since Mawa For You waa tha pionaar 
and the only national publication of its kind, pravloua 
raaaarch Ma nonaxiatant. However ^ tha publiahar of 
Htwa For You conducted a teacher aurvey in 1965 and 
found that the majority of ita reader a ware taanagara 
in Special Education* Another survey by Laubach 
Literacy » Inc*, in 1966, revealed that tha taachara 
felt that there waa a great need for matariala on 
sub J acta oriented toward daily living and paraonal 
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ioprovAoMot. Topics of grsst nmmd ioeludod: 
'^citlMnihlp/* "health,^* “budgeting,’* “personal 
devalopMot,” “fanily living,” and “job orientation*” 
The survey did not Include questions about Hews Fo r You, 
but the eriter felt that the teachers' coments would 
provide guidelines for subjects printed in News For 
You , In a 1963 study, Thottukadavil Koshy interviewed 
75 adult new literates in Adult Basic Education in 
Syracuse, New York, and reported that the subjects the 
students selected were close to their interests and 
useful to their daily living. For example, “sjsking a 
budget,” “shopping for housing,” and “helping children 
in school,” ranked high in interest for students. 

Most of his students were feasle. He also reported 
that students and teachers have different subject 
interests because their views on life and values are 
entirely different. Two subjects, “making a budget” 
and “first aid,” however, were ranked high by teacher 
and student. Howard Hading and associates conducted 
a nationwide survey of 500 teachers in Adult Basic 
Education In 1966-67. Topics which motivated students

The 50 per 
cent return rate was considered respectable and high 
enough to assure a note of validity that the non- 
respondents would not differ substantially froa the 
respondents^ and tliat bias would not be a distorting 
factor In analyzing and tabulating the returns received. 
Being all teachers and using Mews For You , the universe 
was bosN>geneous and this contributed to the validity 
of the returns. 

The findings of the survey were revealed in 
Chapter XV« From the survey^ it was found that 48 per 
cent of the readers of Mews For You were teenagers 
below age 20 in Special Education classes. Thirty* 
seven per cent of the teachers were teaching in Adult 
Basic Bducation prograws> 37 per cent in Special 
Education, and 26 per cent were in classes consisting 
of the foreign-born , Aioerican Indian, and Cuban 
refugee. 

Fifty per cent of the teachers reported that 



th« Mjority of tholr studonts vhlto with 26 p«r 
cont black. Fourteen per cent indicated that their 
claaaea were about half white and half black. Mina 
per cent of the atudenta were foreign-born, Aeerlcaii 
Indian, and Cuban refugee. Thirty-three per cent of 
the teacher a indicated that the majority of their 
students were male; 23 per cent female; and 42 per 
cent reported classes with the sexes about even.

However, the western powers will 
not go to the conference sa 3 dng, "take 
it or leave it. " "We are willing to talk 
with Russia about a just and durable 
peace," said Mr. Herter.

In West Berlin a crowd of half a mil- 
lion went to the Square of the Republic. 
No one asked the crowd to come to the 
Square. But they came. They wanted to 
tell the world, "Berlin will remainfree. " 

Yugoslavia was gay. There were folk 
dances, concerts and sports events. 

In Rome, millions went to a May Day 
mass for peace. The mass was said by 
Pope John in St. Peter's Church.

A dvil rights tattle goes on in 
Charkston.South Caroliru. About 
400 Negro hospital workers are on 
strike. They want higher pay. They 
want the state to recognize their 
union. 

Charleston is upset. Some 800 
National Guardsmen are in the 
streets. They have loaded rifles and 
tear gas. The city jail is full. A 
curfew keeps people home at night. 

The strike began March 20. The 
hospital workers formed a union. It 
was to protest wages of 5130 to 
S1.80 an hour. The union president 
and 1 1 other union members were 
fired.

NARRATIVE SUMMARY OF NATIONAL DATA ON STUDENTS IN ADULT BASIC EDUCATION 

The following information represents the highlights of a national 
survey of students in the -Adult Basic ^Education Program, administered 
under authority of the Adult Education Act of 1966. This survey was a 
joint effort of the U.S. Office of Education and the State and local 
public school systems. The overall project, including the planning, 
implementation and final processing of data, represents three years of 
work. 



The actual Interviewing of students and completion of questionnaires 
took place between February and July, 1967. Only new enrollees were 
included in the survey and approximately 94,000 completed questionnaires 
were received and processed.- This represents almost one-fourth of the 
total enrollment. of 406,000 during the 1966-67 school year. Every State, 
the District of Columbia, Puerto Rico, and the Virgin Islands were included 

in this survey. 



It should be noted that since a few questionnaires failed to report 
information in some categories, percentages included in this summary do 
not total lOOZ.
